Uncivilized Warfare 


A distinctly serious and ugly state- 


ment comes 
from New 
Castle 
to 


the effect that armed Kaffirs are &•§- 
cenipanied by Boer commanders. This 
\vould be an absolute breach of con- 
ditions supposed to govern the war- 
fare of civilized nations and presages 
scenes worse than the gloomiest fore- 
casts. 


Boer Outrages 


Stories of outrages by the Boers upon 


refugees from the Transvaal continue 
to pour in. A bad incident occurred at 
Kroonstad where a deputation from a 
train load of 2000 refugees attempted to 
buy provisions but were driven out by 
the Boers armed with black snakes. 


Zulus and lUataboles Feared 


The Standard Digger News, Boer or- 


gan, from Johannesburg says it is ex- 
pected 30,000 Burghers from the Trans- 
vaal and Free State would be on their 
respective borders last night. Should 
hostilities be protracted there is much 
fear that Zulus, Matabeles and Basutos 
will rise against the whites and mas- 
sacres and disasters follow. The Zulu 
chiefs have been 
summoning their 


tribesmen for weeks past. 


Wild Statements Oenled 


The Times dispatch 
from Pieter- 


maritz says the wild statements from 
New Castle and Ladysmith that the 
Boers crossed the frontier are without 
foundation. 


British military authorities do not 


expect the Boers to cross the border 


now unless the leaders lose control of 
the men. 


Chamberlain's Reply 


Today the secretary of state for the 


colonies, Joseph Chamberlain, sent the 
following reply: "The imperial gov- 
ernment is not unmindful o£ the sym- 
pathies and interest -of British subjects 
of Dutch descent in South Africa. Tho 
one main object of the imperial policy 
is to secure for the non-Dutch inhabi- 
tants of the Transvaal the rights and 
privileges similar to those enjoyed by 
the Dutch in Cape Colony. The im- 
perial government have 
sho\vn the 


Transvaal «very c^sideraAio-n. f on- 
sistent with this object and deeply re- 
gret their efforts for a peaceful settle- 
ment have hitherto been unsuccessful. 
The imperial authorities are unable to 
adopt the suggestion in the petition fur 
reasons stated in the note to the Trans- 
vaal, September 12. In view of the re- 
fusal of the Transvaal to entertain 


' that moderate and conciliatory offer, 


the imperial authorities 
have been 


compelled to formulate their own pro- 
posals regarding the final settlement, 
which will shortly be communicated to 
the Transvaal."

Petition from Cape Assembly 


It is reported that another shipment 


of bullion to the value of one million 
pounds is in danger of confiscation by 
the Transvaal authorities. A petition 
to Queen Victoria signed by 5S mem- 
bers of the Cape house assembly, has 
been foi-warded through the British 
high commissioner, Sir Alfred Milner, 
| pointing out that the petitioners, who 
are related by Woqd and through mar- 
riage to the residents! of the Transvaal, 
are materially Interested in, the main- 
tenance of peace, urging the abandon- 
ment of warlike messages. "As the 
Transvaal is now fully awakened to the 
wisdom of liberal concessions," 
and 


praying her majesty to apopint a com- 
mission forthwith to confer with the 
Boers, as the petitioners are convinced 
if the present franchise act is inade- 
quate, the Transvaal government is 
prepared to make further concessions 
to* the outlandersi. The petitioners, in 
closing, declare their loyal devotion to 
the throne and person of the queen.

EVEN MONEY 


Yachts So Evenly Matched 
Odds Cannot Be Obtained 


Iselin and Lipton Satisfied with 


Work of Their Yachts 


'S IDEA 


Brooklyn and Other Vessels 


Ordered to Manila 


,- York, Oct. 5.—The reported odds 


on Columbia have not developed. Where 
small bins had been made at 10 to 8,10 to 
1 and at greater odds, some 2 to 1, there 
is nothing better than even money. The 
up-town hotels recorded but few bets 
and none for largo amourts. The larg- 
est amount wagered was $200 even be- 
tween a visiting Chicagoan and a well- 
known New York yachtsman. 


Where, in 1895, several 
commission 


firms had in hand foreign orders to plate 
sums ranging from £1000 to £5000 upon 
Valkyrie III, there have been no such 
opportunities this year for the bettors 
against Shamrock. There is only on& 
house in the "street" which is the de- 
pository of British money. A prominent 
Broad street broker declined an offer to 
cover a SIOOO bet on Shamrock, and yet 
he was a warm partisan of Columbia. 


It is believed that Ca/ptain Ben Parker 


of the German emperor's yacht is here; 
that he assisted in sailing Shamrock on 
Tuesday, and) that he will be on board 
Shamrock today. 


Mr. Iselin had this to say about Tues- 


day's race: "I am satisfied with Co- 
lumbia's work during the race, but not 
with the weather conditions. None of 
us could tell where the wind was com- 
ing from, not even the saaling master. 
In all my yachting- I don't remember 
when I've seen a flukier day. With all 
that, 
however, we had overhauled 


Shamrock for the third time when, the 
race was called off. She could not have 
crossed our bow if she had gone about 
at that time. Our crew worked well 
from start to finish." 


Mr. Iselin remarked that Shamrock 


was a fast yacht, but he did not care to 
express any opinion on the result of the 
races. He was particularly pleased with 
the way the excursion fleet behaved. 
"We were not bothered at any stage of 
the race," said he, "except for a few 
moments at the start, before the boats 
had been directed how to proceed." 


Regarding the criticism that the leach 


of Columbia's mainsail 
was slack in 


Tuesday's race, Mr. Iselin said: "That 
has been fixed. It was a little slack, but 
not enough to affect the yacht's sailing." 


Skipper Barr is not worried a bit about 


the result nf the races. He sticks to his 
original assertion that Columbia is the 
fastest single .stick yacht afloat, and 
that in windward or any other work she 
is more ihan a match for Shamrock. 


Sir Thomas Lipton is not worrying over 


today's race one bit. He said he felt 
confident that his craft would give a 
good account of herself, no matter what 
kind of a breeze there is blowing. He 
wants a good fresh breeze, however, so 
that the relative speed of the defender 
and the challenger can be thoroughly 
demonstrated. He had just returned 
from a visit to Shamrock when seen by 
a press representative. 


Sir Thomas spoke about his sail on the 


grand: old schooner yacht America. He 
said that he had had a splendid sail 
around the bay on her for about two 
hours, and that from the speed the old 
boat made in the stiff southwesterly 
breeze he did not wonder that she had 
"lifted" the cup on the other side nearly 
60 years- ago. 


Sir Thomas did not care to make any 


•tafement a"bout today's race, except 
that Shamrock would carry exactly th^ 
same sails as she did In Tuesday's con- 
test, and that her crew would! do their 
best to cross the finish line first. The 
English challenger is in the best of con- 
dition for the coming race. Not a piece 
of wire in her rigging, nor an inch of 
canvas was found to be damaged in the 
least degree when her crew looked her 
over yesterftay. The members of the 
crew are quite as confident as Sham- 
rock's owner that she will prove a win- 
ner, and some of them are ready to lay 
a few guineas if they get the chance. 


Sir Thomas has received hundreds of 


cablegrams from all parts of the world 
congratulating him on the splendid 
showing his boat made in light air 
against the defender. "Some of the 
cables," said Sir Thomas, "are 
from 


people I do not know personally, but 
that only goes to show that a great in- 
terest is being taken in these races. One 
of them read 
thus: 'Tommy, don't 


make room for your uncle.' " 


In speaking aboi't the manner in which 


the course was kept clear. Sir Thomas 
said: "I can't get over the great or- 
ganization that has been here to keep 
the course clear. Tuesday's course was 
the clearest we ever had or I ever saw, 
and only proves what I said before I 
came to America, that in all previous 
races the best boaj has always won. 


"I may as well say now that Sham- 


rock ia the finest boat ever built in 
Britain, and the workmanship was the 
best that money could buy. I can't tell 
•what her cost was, but it is probably 
more than you have any idea of. She 
cost as much as six Valkyries. 
The 


estimates already given are away below 
the mark." 


It was observable that Shamrock kicked 
up much more fuss in the choppy sra 
than did Columbia, and it is inferred 
from this that when she does meet n 
blow s>ho will thrash and make much 
worse weather of it than her competitor. 


However, all 
this Is only so much 


speculation. Generally speaking the 
fiist race, considering the eccenti'ic con- 
ditions under •which, it was sailed, proved 
nothing. One thing is universally agi eed 
to amon^ vacating men, and that is that 
Hogarth proved himself a better Feair.an 
than Barr. It was generally conceded 
that the favoring flukes which attended 
Shamrock wre due not so much to 
"Lipton's luck" as to Hogarth's better 
judgment. 


Columbia went out for'a shojrt'triscl 


spin outside Sandy Hook shortly -after 
noon, principally .to try a-new club top- 
sail, which Mr. I»elin~ wished to hava 
stretched and ready for today's race. 
Under mainsail an* jib the yacht filled 
away from her moorings, and under the 
influence of a fresh southwest breeze 
she was soon passing the point of Sandy 
Hook. 


Captain Barr brought the yacht around 


head to wind when the new topsail was 
ready to hoist, and in a few moments the 
.big sky-reaching sail was' mastheaded. 
It is one of Hathaway's latest and best 
productions and fitted perfectly. 
After 


setting taut on the Fheet and tack several 
times to get the sail well stretched, Co- 
lumbia was headed back for her moor- 
"Ing buoy in Sandy Hook bay/where she 
arrived about 4 p. m.

Result of President's Conference 


with Admiral Dewey 


Washington, 
Oct. 
5.—At 
Admiral 


Dewey's extended Interview with the 
president the former went into the Phil- 
ippine situation at great length, explain- 
-Ing carefully the existing conditions of 
affairs and his view of the outlook, con- 
cluding with an earnest recommendation 
that the Brooklyn and some other vessels 
be sent at once to the Philippines. 
This 


reinforcement of the present fleet of the 
Asiatic squadron he urged as necessary, 
and said their dispatch should be di- 
rected as early as possible. 


The admiral did most of the talking. It 


is known that in line with the ideas ex- 
pressed in his first interview when he re- 
turned to New York he explained t J Mr. 
McKinley the statements that Otis is 
trying to do too much in the Philippines, 
,and he therefore recommended praetical- 
-ly that Genera! Otis be relieved either 
from military or from civil duties, and 
though he was. careful not fto say any- 
.thing unkind-ajjou'tptis', he made it plain 
that the- 'present state of management 
ought not to continue longer. 


The admiral told the president that he 


approved his policy of putting down the 
Tagal rebellion as the first thing to be 
'done, and believed it could be accom- 
plished by the new army if vigorously 
prosecuted. 


But he thought the task ought not to 


be considered easy. The Tagal leaders 
and many of the followers are smart and 
brave, he argued, and having gone so far 
would probably fight to the bitter end 
for independence. The admiral appar- 
ently took little stock in the hope of an 
early collapse of the rebellion without 
more fighting, and fighting of the most 
skilful and aggressive klndw 


The president immediately communi- 


cated with the navy department, and 
instructed the secretary of the navy to 
Issue an order carrying out the admiral's 
recommendation, and to see that they 
'be got in readiness at once. The Mar- 
ietta and MacWas, beside the Brooklyn, 
•will be designated by the navy depart- 
ment, along with several other vessels 
which have not yet 5>een feelected. 


The orders are in line with the ex- 


pressed determination of the president 
to furnish the army and navy every 
resource for stamping out the Philip-

millionaire." 


There are other men who are as 


wealthy as Sir Thomas Lipton, but then 
there are many ways of acquiring 
wealth. Lipton's success has been the 
reward of energy and earnest en- 
deavor and uncompromising honesty. 
The story of his strussJcs leading up 
to all the final success with which his 
busy life has been crowned, if ever 
written out in full, would read like a 
romance. 


When this man today paces the wide 


deck of his beautiful steam yacht Erin 
and chances to feel through the ven- 
tilators the- fetid air surging up from 
the boiler rooms below, he will prob- 
ably recall the days when by the sweat 
of his own brow in just such a furnace 
room he worked his passage to New 
York as a stoker on an ocean liner. 
That flight from Glasgow was the mak- 
ing of the man. Sir Thomas himself 
confesses that his early life and ex- 
periences in the United States were his 
salvation.

put a razor edge on his already sharp 
wits and gave him an extra dose of 
shrewdness. It taught him to jump at 
a chance when he saw one. That was 
why, after knocking about the United 


ton wanted It to. As he is now In the 
habit of saying, he used to work 25 out 
of the 24 hours of the day. Then he 
decided to advertise. "It was his first 
venture along a line in which he has 
since distinguished himself, and it was 
significant. He bought 20 of the big- 
gest hogs in all Scotland. He had them 
decorated with gayly colored ribbons. 
Then he had them labeled "Lipton's 
Monsters" 
and driven through the 


streets of Glasgow. A sensation fol- 
lowed. The sedate old Scotch wives of 
that sedate old Scotch town were as- 
tounded.

He had 420 stores through- 
out Great Britain and GO in London 
alone. But he wanted to go still 
farther. He wanted to do away with 
the middleman, to grow his own tea 
on his own plantations and kill his own 
hogs, and in doing so be able to sell to 
his millions of customers goods the 
quality of which did not depend upon 
the honesty or dishonesty of the pro- 
ducer and wholesaler. 


The idea was laughed at. Lipton let 


them laugh. He took a quiet little trip 
across the Atlantic, and before he re- 
turned to England he had started 
provision factory of his own in the city 
of Chicago.

Lipton's 
sovereign saw fit to reward such 
•enerosity with a knighthood. Tomrnie 
Lipton, once the Glasgow messenger 
boy, became Sir Thomas Lipton, Bart. 


When, in the name of the Royal Ul- 


ster Yacht club, Sir Thomas first thal- 
enged for the long contested Amer- 
ca's cup, thcie were certain proud 
aristocrats connected with yachting af- 
fairs in Great Britain who sneered at 
the "pretentious teaman." They were 
aristocrats by inheritance and not by • 
worth, and they did not like this 
parvenu sportsman's 
intrusion 
into 


their ranks. But the "first gentleman 
of "Europe" soon settled that little diffi- 
culty. It must be borne in mind that 
whomsoever the Prince of Wales hob- 
nobs with is nn longer of questionable 
social rank. Such royal association 
Klorifles him at once. So when Albert 
Edward grew chummy with the great 
merchant prince and it was seen that a 
tea seller could be as much a gentle- 
man as a born nobleman and more self 
respecting a yachtsman than a Dun- 
raven, the upper classes began to re- 
lent and said that Sir Thomas was not 
such a bad fellow after all. It is said 
in London that when Lord Dunraven 
declined to allow Lipton to use the 
Valkyrie III as a trial horee against 
the new challenger the Prince of Wales 
himself silently but significantly re- 
buked the childishly snobbish earl by 
offering to the Irish sportsman his own 
yacht, the Britannia. 
The prince, to 


prevent any t i \ nderstancling in the 
matter, took a great personal interest in 
the trial races, and so when Sir Thomas 
Lipton sailed for America on the Erin 
he found those English yachtsmen who 
had at first looked upon him and his 
yacht with a jealous eye only too glad 
to be recognized by him as the Sham- 
rock's owner. Since coming to Amer- 
ica, too, Sir Thomas has proved himself 
one of the best of sportsmen, and by his 
amiability and kindliness and modesty 
has won many friends even in the 
camps of the enemy. And if in the end 
it so falls out that the historic uup of 
the old America must go back to Eng- 
land, there is no one whom Americans 
would prefer to see carrying it back in 
triumph than Sir Thomas Lipton him- 
self. But whether it goes or not is al- 
together 
another 
question. If 
the 


Shamrock does win and the cup is car- 
ried back across the Atlantic, then the 
dream of the little Scottish-Irish boy 
who used to watch the ships from the 
docks of Glasgow shall have been 
realized, and he who was once known 
as Tommie Lipton will own the fastest 
yacht in the world.

They were 
afraid of their investments and trem- 
bled for the interest on the faraway 
loans they had made.

They swore there were mil- 
lions in it. They set Lipton thinking. 


But Lipton did not decide at once. 


He packed his valise and went to Cey- 
lon. He went over the plantations, no 
one guessing who he was or the object 
of his visit. He liked the appearance 
of those plantations very much. They 
fitted into his general scheme of things. 
He cabled to the London barikers, offer- 
ing them a very low figure for their 
plantations. "Can't you do better?" 
cabled back the bankers. Lipton knew 
the . plantations were his at his own 
figure. 
That is how "Lipton's Teas" became a 


byword throughout the world. He saw 
how the ruinous dirt and waste of the 
primitive Chinese method of preparing 
and packing the leaf was losing money 
for every tea planter in the east. He 
put in machinery, clean and economical 
affairs that allowed him to undersell 
his rivals., and gave the workingman of 
England good tea to drink -at a most 
reasonable f.gure. 
In a few years the now notorious 


Ernest Ternh Hoolcy offered $12,500,000 
for the Lipton business. Lipton declin- 
ed with thanks. Instead of selling out 
he himself turned the business over to

Rev. Peter MacQueen of Somerville, 


!who has spent much time in the Philip- 
pines making independent investiga- 
tions there, makes public a lengthy 
letter containing charges against the 
American admBnistration at Manila, 
which are ctuite serious. How much 
of these charges can be fully substan- 
tiated we do not know, nor how gen- 
eral are the conditions he describes we 
cannot tell, but the charges, coming as 
they do from an able and respectable 
clergyman, deserve attention. Rev. Mr. 
McQueen touches at length upon the 
attitude of the American to the Fili- 
pino and is of the opinion that it is not 
fair enough, nor brotherly enough. He 
remarks concerning the morality of the 
American in the Philippines and pro- 
duces evidence that it is not pure 
enough. Regarding the honesty of the 
Americans in the Philippines he seems 
to hold an. equal opinion. Rev. Mr. 
MacQueen speaks of matters that have 
come under his own observation, and 
of matters reported to him by persons 
on whose veracity he willingly relies. 
A paragraph, in Rev. Mr. MacQueen's 
letter is worth quoting: 


"We need to study the question psy- 


tchologically. These people are not as 
our people. 
Our very voices rasp 


them. Individual Americans, civilians I 
and soldiers, treat them arrogantly, as 
3f already they were our slaves. The 
Filipinos never forget; they never for- 
give. They are highly sensitive, easy to 
flatter, but impossible to fool. 
They 


are very bitter, very brave, very per- 
sistent. We need on our side great 
tact, absolute discipline, stainless hon- 
or, incorruptible honesty, otherwise a 
legacy of hate and bloodshed. This is 
as certain as the decrees of God." 


Rev. Mr. MacQueen handles very se- 


verely the American financial adminis- 
tration at Manila and in this he ia sup- 
ported by testimony from Napoleon E. 
Guyot of Pueblo., Col. Gross corrup- 
tion is charged against the custom 
house and against the military/estab- 
lishment. The charges are such that if 
true the conmivnce of high officers ia 
necessary to the alleged frauds. 


All this is very unpleasant to the ear 


(of the American, at home and disturbing 
to the great majority of the American 
people who hope for the fairest things 
from American occupation of the Phil- 
ipptoeg^ We are not yet ready, not 
even on the testimxmy of Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Queeir, to believe that the Americans In 
the Philippines are grossly immoral 
artd corruot and that their conduct 
there is a colossal scandal and shame. 
Everyone knows that there is much 
unworthlness Inseparable from a condi- 
tion! of war and we must not forget 
that it ig a condition of war which now 
prevails In, the Philippines, But let us 
no* be satisfied with, a whit leas: than 
the highest even under this condition. 
OUr legal right in the Philippines would 
not be sustained by onethird of the 
American people; it is our moral right 
in the islands which this nation up- 
holds. On moral grounds we must de- 
bate and settle this Philippine problem 
and our administration in those islands 
must be the most moral oossible to 
men. 
Our military conduct and our 


civil authority -must be as missionary 
forces to the Filipinos. We must send 
forth the "best we breed." 
No less, 


nothing lower 
will accomplish 
the 


inirsion of the American nation to the 
people of the Philippinearchipelago. The 
highest morality must be personified in 
the American who exercises authority 
in that archipelago. 


This is a question absolutely distinct 


from the question of our right in the 
Islands. The American people must de- 
mand and can unite la demanding that 
the highest side of the highest civiliza- 
tion on earth be presented to the Fili- 
pino people. It i» only by so much as 
we are able to transcend the idea of \ 
war and occupancy for purely com- 
mercial reasons that wo shall lead the

WINNING THE CUP IN 1851 


[Correspondence of Rochester Demo- 


crat and Chronicle.] 
In 1851 I happened to hold an official 


position in London*. Owing to this and 
by the courtesy of friends I was grant- 
ed the privileges of several metropoli- 
tan clubs and there made the 
ac- 


quaintance o£ many of the noted Eng- 
lish yachtmen of that day, some of 
whom I later numbered 
among my 


warmest friends. 
It was thus I came 


to be among Englishmen instead of my 
own countrymen on that 
Thursday 


night in August when it seemed as if 
all the world was hastening to South- 
ampton and Cowes, The relative merits 
of the America with those of the best 
English yachts, like the great three- 
master Brilliant (393 tonal, the cutter 
Alarm (193 tons), the Titania (100 tons), 
built of iron on, the same plan—wave 
line— as the America; the Volante, a 
cutter (48 tons), and a prize winner 
only a few weeks before, and many 
others were canvassed with the utmost 
frankness and fairness by the press; 
while in private circles the discussion 
was carried on—by some with good nat- 
ured surprise and others \yith ill-natur- 
ed annoyance—yet none 
could deny 


that the almost universal opinion of 
those most competent to judge was (to 
quote again from a London paper): 
"The Yankee (as everybody called the 
America) could outaaid all creation, 
except one other Yankee, the Maria." 


Innumerable excuses 
were 
given, 


some of which sound rather funny new, 
after nearly half a century. As, that: 
"The Yankee is only a trick of build 
and, like the Claspers' outrigger, she 
would win only once and then be found 
out." -Then, too: "She is so ugly" and 
"She has so little room in her;" al- 
ways ending by saying: 
'Within a 


twelve months a half-score of English 
yachts will be built that will sail all 
around her." But the'se crumbs of com- 
fort could not and did not remove the 
dark shadow of defeat the "knowing 
onies" looked forward to. 


In the Yachting List, a yachting jour- 


nal for 1851, the following remarks oc- 
cur, 
recorded now only to show what 


Englishmen thought before the rude 
awakening they received: 


"Yacht building is an art in which 


England is. unrivalled, and she alone is 
preeminently distinguished for the per- 
fection in handling them." 


Yet now, only a few weeks after this 


boast was made, there lay, what by 
the side of their English yachts, seem- 
ed (to use their own. words) "a strange 
looking- craft, with a long, low hull and 
stiff, rakish masts." Or, as I heard one 
old salt say: "A big boned skeleton." 
Hers were not tall, delicate, graceful 
spars with cobweb tracery of cordage 
scarcely 
visible against 
the 
gray 


threatening morning sky but 
tough 


hardy sticks, ready for any work that 
could be put upon them. She had an 
unusual breadth of beam 
and her 


draught peculiar (six feet forward" and 
eleven aft,) while her ballast was 
stowed in her sides about the water 
line. She had no forstop 
masts but 


relied on her "big sheets'* to dto all the 
work. No wonder she seemed "astrange 
looking craft" to English eyes. 


Out in the roadstead crafts of every 
% 
kind were to be ooen, from the tiny 
shell up 
to some big 
ocean-going 


steamer, while flags of nrarly every 
known civilized nation could be seen— 
a sight such as the Adriatic never saw 
in all the pride of Venice. On the shore 
every window which commanded even 
a partial view of the harbor was 
crowded with eager laces; not a few 
bronzed ones telling of the sea. All 
eyes were centered on the line of 
yachts, soon now to start, while men 
weighed the chances of the race. 


"If the Volante gets 'er (the Amer- 


ica) in a light wind she'll be a teaser," 
said one of the knowing ones, and he 
was not far out of the way. Another 
said: "If they only have wind enough 
to let the big cutter (the Alarm) show 
'erself she'll do mischief to the Yan- 
kee." 
We all listened, 
but 
every 


American's face was radiant, for "blow 
high or blow low" all were confident 
•where the Royal Squadron cup would 
rest that night. 


The course to be sailed was round 


the Isle of Wright, inside Neman'? 
buoy and Sandhead- buoy and outside 
the Nab. The diagram 
here 
given 


shows it accurately, and the line drawn 
around the island was traced on the 
little map by myself, as our excursion' 
steamer followed within sight of the 
American during the entire race. 


The prize, as we all know, was a cup 


of £100 value. It was "open for yachts 
of all nations" provided they belonged 
to any regular club. The start was to 
b-J made at 10 a. m. "sharp." There 
were 18 entries, but 
only 15 finally 


started (see list below), the Titania, 
Fernanda and Stella defaulting, though 
the two latter had both won prizes al- 
ready. 


At 9.55 o'clock the gun from the club 


house signalled "to heave short." In- 
stantly all was noise and bustle on 
every yacht, except the America, and 
in less than three minutes all but the 
Yankee were apeak and ready. 


"Are 
you people asleep," .asked a 


good-natured Englishman, at my el- 
bcw, 
who, watch in hand, w»s noting 


the 
fast-fleeting 
precious 
seconds. 


"They'll have half a mile th« lead." 
Suddenly I saw a motion of hie hand, 
and as if by magic, it was so quickly 
and easily done'the enormous foresail 
was displayed, followed instantly by 
her Jib, both fore and aft main sails 
and gaff topsail on her main, and at 
the Instant when 
th'e 
neeond gun 


sounded "go" she tripped and was 
away, though from her mooring was 
astern. 


It was magnincant and the perfect 


mechanical precision 
of the whole 


thing drew an Involuntary cheer from 
the great crowd of Englishmen, who 
had witnessed It. 


"No man-of-war's men on drill can 


beat that," cried an old naval officer 
near me. 


A light westsouthwest breeze was 


blowing, but the America soon began 
to show the stuff she was made of as 
she glided by one after another of the 
fleet until when off Oldcastle Point she 
had taken fourth place in line. At No- 
man's buoy she had dropped to fifth, 
for the wind had been fitful, but it 
grew steadier about 11.30 o'clock and 
the noble yacht began to give her com- 
petitors a touch of her quality as a few 
"sea horses" waved their crests above 
the water. The Volante was still in the 
lead when the America pulled down rer 
jib, as if to say: "I'll give you every 
chance." 


Perhaps -one of the prettiest Incidents 


of the race was when the America 
passed the royal yacht with her Ma- 
jesty aboard. One hardly expects a 
jockey to salute his queen as he passes 
in his race, and in a yacht race the 
presence of royalty is supposed to be 
ignored, but our Yankee lads had not 
forgotten their manners, for the Amer- 
ica's ensign—blue with white stars- 
was dipped to the queen and the com- 
modore and all hands stood uncovered 
while the royal yacht was in sight. 


At 5.40 p. m., as the America neared 


the Needles, the Aurora, the nearest 
one at the English yachts, 
was 
T 
1/^ 


miles astern, while the Freak was still 
a long m!4e farther in the distance and 
at 5.50 when the America, hauling her 
wind r.ounded the cliffs, none of the 
rest of the fleet had appeared in sight. 
At this time the breeze fell dead under 
the shore and the America lowered her 
foresail and forestaysail, "goosening 
fashion." to run before what little 
wind she could get. 


From Hunt Castle to the winning 


flag there was almost literally "no 
wind," and the signal gun was not 
fired until 8.32, when the America 
rounded to. 


"What's first?" came from all sides, 


and the reply, "The America," caused 
no surprise, but the ensuing query 
"What's second ?" The response "Noth- 
ing," seemed stranger, especially with 
the sarcastic addition of "Our fellows 
will be back tomorrow." 


Nothing could have been more manly 


and proper than the way our English 
cousins accepted their 
defeat. The 


slight attempt to protect on a techni- 
cal point of the America not having 
exactly "followed the course" was met 
by such a universal frown that it was 
promptly withdrawn, for the victory 
had been so signal and complete that 
clubmen were unwilling to mar the 
event by such petty trifles. 


In the receiving of the cup, when for- 


mally presented, Commodore Stevens 
was peculiarly happy in his response, 
so utterly free from any brag or boast 
and his words, when he referred to the 
"graceful 
and manly manner with 


which you have acknowledged our vic- 
tory," drew forth round after round of 
applause. Later in the night I was 
near the commodore when someone 
said: "We will yet bring that cup 
back to England." 
He replied very 


quietly: "Not in this century. 
We 


are just in our infancy in yacht build- 


ing, and for that matter sailing them." 


"You 
gave us a lesson at Nab light 


today," said a gentleman who sat 
near me. 
I have purposely avoided going into 


details regarding the sailing of the 
America; but the lesson referred to 
was one which caused considerable dis- 
cussion that evening and it was thus: 
As the America was seen making her 
way round Nab Light, she by an ex- 
traordinary movement which elicited 
surprise from all who saw it, with but 
a single reach, made the stretch from 
the light to Stork Bay and by another 
single tack rounded the Brilliant in 
gallant style. To accomplish the same 
distance the Alarm made ten tacks and 
the Volante at least twice that number. 
This was but one among many superb 
bits of yachting seamanship, exhibited 
to prove that the America had "brains 
aboard."

END OF THE LABOR CONVENTION 


Minor Matters Acted on Alter Election 


of Officers. 


The three days' session of the an- 


nual convention of the state branch, 
American Federation of Labor, came 
to a close about 4.30 yesterday after- 
noon. 
Considerable business 
was 


transacted after the election of officers. 
The following were appointed a com- 
mittee to draw up resolutions expres- 
sing the federation's appreciation of the 
services of J. D. Pierce, the retiring 
president, have them framed and pre- 
sent them to him: F. K. Foster, Jonas 
Weener, D. D. Driscoll and J. 
F. 


O'Sulllvan, all of Boston, and J. P. 
Frey of Worcester. In discussing the 
proposition to prepare and present 
these resolutions, remarks highly com- 
plimentary to Mr. Pierce were made by 
a. number of the delegates. Mr. Pierce 
said he would be more than human not 
to be touched by these expressions, and 
hoped the time would never come when 
the state branch of the American 
federation of labor would regret that 
he had been its president. 


As reported yesterday, Marlboro was 


chosen as the place of next year's con- 
vention. The delegates from Holyoke, 
Brockton, Milford and Marlboro tried 
to secure the convention for their re- 
spective towns, but before the discus- 
sion ended Brockton and Milford with- 
drew. When it came to a vote Marl- 
boro was chosen by a vote of 32 to 18 
for Holyoke. The troubles experienced 
by Marlboro shoe vorkers had much 
to do with the decision, it being felt 
that it would be a good thing for union 
labor there to have the convention 
held in that city. 


Retiring President Pierce had to 


leave the city before the convention 
closed, and the chair was taken by 
First Vice-President McDonald of this 
city. 
The unfinished 
business was 


soon disposed of. 
It 
included 
the 


adoption of a resolution indorsing the 
boycott on various brewers and in- 
structing the delegates to carry the 
:ie\vs to their unions. It was resolved 
to organize the machinists, and to try 
to have the repairs on the Boston fire 
department wagons, etc., done by union 
wc'-krnen. It was voted that affiliated 
unions 
assist 
the 
Marlboro 
shoe 


workers to pay what they owe the mer- 
chants, the sum aggregating 
over 


J4000. It was resolved to organize the 
engineers, firemen and coal handlers, 
and voted to appropriate S150 for legis- 
lative work. Voted to pay Sergeant-at- 
Arnit McDonald of this city, $3 a day 
bfsices a vote of thanks. 


Votes of thanks were extended to the 


railing officers, the North Adams Cen- 
tra) labor union and the press. The 
b .>cott on the Boston belting company 
was indorsed. The constitution com- 
mittee's report, calling for a few minor 
changes, was accepted. The legisla- 
tive committee organized with F. K. 
Foster, chairman, and J. J. McCarthy, 
secretary. On motion of 'William Dob- 
son, it was voted that the officers, dele- 
gates and members of the North Ad- 
ams central labor union, with the rep- 
resentatives of the brewers, visit the 
places where non-union beer is sold in 
North Adams and endeavor to effect a 
change.

Secures Counsel 


William Mullee of New York arrived 


in the city last 
night, having been 


called here by the fear that Archie 
Hull, the young man from Nassau, N. 
Y., who was arrested here Saturday on 
the charge of murder, was his brother. 
Mr Mullee visited the police station and 
had a talk with Captain Dlneen, and It 
did not take long to ascertain that the 
man under arrest waa not the brother 
of Mr. Mullee. 


Under the circumstances It was not 


strange that Mr. Mullee and other 
members of the family had been labor- 
ing under most painful apprehensions, 
Mr. Mullee had a brother named Archie, 
who vras a wild boy. He left home four 
or five years ago and has not since been 
heard from by his family. His age, if 
he is living, is 24 years, and it was not 
strange that when the family saw in 
the New York papers that Archie Mull 
had been arrested on the charge of 
murder their fears were aroused, par- 
ticularly as the 
name waa spelled 


Mulle, which lacked only the final e of 
being the correct spelling of their name, 
and, beyond this, one of the papers 
stated that the alleged murderer had 
relatives in New York. 


Mr. Mullee was greatly relieved to 


find that the accused man was not his 
brother and left the police station to 
telegraph the good news to the family. 
He said he should probably institute a 
libel suit against the paper that had 
connected the alleged murderer with 
his family, but declined to state which 
paper it was. 


Mull is still awaiting arraignment in 


the Troy jail. He received another call 
from one of his brothers at the jail 
last evening. He has not changed his 
position and persists in saying that he 
knows nothing about the crime and will 
be able to prove it. James C. Furs- 
man called on him yesterday as coun- 
sel and will act for him unless other 
counsel is assigned by the court. It is 
likely that the court will have to- assign 
counsel, as Mull's family is not in cir- 
cumstances to warrant paying the cost 
of his defense.

WAS A "CUBAN GUERRILLA" 


M?n With an Interesting History III in 


This City 


C'rison Wood, 29 years old, is ill in this 
city at the home of friends on Tyler 
street. Mr. Wood tells a story that 
gives him an interesting history for the 
last few years. He calls himself a "Cu- 
ban guerilla," that having, according 
to his story, been his last occupation. 
He left Cuba last July, and it was 
largely the change of climate to North 
Berkshire from his home in the south 
that brought on his illness.

years or so1 he has been a cowboy in 
tho south and west. In 1897, before 
war was declared on Spain and when 
filibustering expeditionsi were beang or- 
ganized in the southern, part of the 
country, he enlisted under a Cuban 
leader. Captain Antonio Esquavel, and 
went from Texas to Cuba, where he 
served in, the Cuban cause till war was 
declared between the United States and 
Spain, He says he then Joined the 
American army, and was in Cuba till 
last July. 


Wood went through some of the most 


exciting scenes in the latter history of 
the Cuban rebellion. He spent some 
time in the south after his discharge, 
and then visited his father, who lives 
in Holyoke. 
Coming here to visit 


friends, he was taken ill. and last night 
was in bad shaoe from stomach 
troubles.

Beautr. Vtllity and Stability Are to 


Be Coubloed In All the Structures. 
Improvement* Will Cost »1,OOO,OOO. 
Accommodations For 4,000 Immi- 
grants Are to Be Provided. 


A firm of architects in New York city 


j recently received from Secretary of tUe 


Treasury Lyrnan J. Gage the plans ife- 
ceptcd by the government for imprpv- 
iug Ellis island and building the finest 
immigrant statjjjn in the world. 


The appropriation was fixed at $600,- 


000 by congress, and the.estimated cost 
of the improvements is $1,000,000. Sec- 
retary Gage does not anticipate trou- 
ble in having the appropriation increas- 
ed to meet the requirements of the 
plans, which have been prepared to 
meet oil the exigencies which expe- 
rience has taught may arise in hand- 
ling the immigrants arriving at New 
York. 


By the general plans every part of 


the 20 acres on the Island will be ren- 
dered useful or attractive. 
The sec- 


tion set apart for the new hospital 
is ready for the building, a water 
main has been laid from Jersey City 
and a telegraph cable from Governors 
Island. The structures to be erected 
comprise the main building for the ad- 
mission, 
classification, examination 


and discharge of immigrants, which 
has already been started; bathhouse 
and laundry, restaurant and kitchen, 
hospital with 80 beds, surgeon's resi- 
dence, hospital outbuilding, with disin- 
fecting plant; morgue, large power 
house, ferry house, large covered porch 
for reception of arrivals, covered pas- 
sageway connecting all departments 
and carrying steam and water pipes, 
electric wires and other appliances 
from the power plant to all buildings. 


The main building will be a dignified 


fireproof structure in a rather free 
adaptation of the French renaissance, 
constructed of brick trimmed with 
light stone. The frontage will be 300 
feet, the depth 166 feet ajnd the height 
62 feet. The tower will be 100 feet 
high. The bathhouse will be 64 by 
100 feet, with large shower bath, laun- 
dries and barber shop. The kitchen 
and laundry will have accommodations 
for feeding detained immigrants, with 
public dining rooms. The building will 
be 100 by 44 feet. The power house 
will be 150 by 75 feet, containing coal 
bins, boiler, pump, tank and dynamo 
rooms, office, a disinfecting plant in 
•which clothing will be purified,' ma- 
chinery to generate the s'eam and light 
and heat the entire island, and a re- 
frigerating plant and water filters. The 
Burgeon's house will be complete with 
ten rooms and have all modern conven- 
ienc%s. The covered way will estab- 
lish the lines of intercommunication 
between all buildings, so arranged as 
to facilitate supervision. The exteri- 
ors of the structures will be modern 
and fireproof throughout, composed of 
noncombustible. nonabsorbent mate- 
rials. The masonry will be of brick 
and limestone, the roofs of tile and 
copper. 
"' 


The best sanitary plumbing will pre- 


vail throughout.- A' system of ventila- 
tion will purify the air everywhere by 
means of four large exhaust fans in 
the veut towers and four fans to at- 
tract fresh air within. The interiors 
will be plaiu. The floors will be gen- 
erally of asphalt paving, the walls of 
Keenc cement afld the woodwork of 
white oal:. Outside windows and sky- 
lights will be ample for day lighting. 


The big dock basin will extend al- 


most across the island, and about it 
will be grouped the big structures. A 
lighthouse of a highly ornamented 
character will guard the entrance on 
one side and the surgeon's house on the 
other. To the right will be the main 
building, its ornamented glazed porch 
extending down to the dock; to the left 
the hospital. Toward the ferry slip 
will be the bathhouse and restaurant 
on the right and the hospital outbuild- 
ing on the left. 


There will be accommodations for 


4,000 Immigrants, who are as semi- 
prisoners, to be kept free from all out- 
side interference until they have pass- 
ed through the various examinations 
satisfactorily. The immigrants will be 
taken from steamships on barges, and 
men and women will be separated in 
a large assembly room in the main 
building. They will gather in iuclo- 
Bures and be conducted singly to the 
chief surgeon's office, wherp they will 
be subjected to physical examination, 
and those that are not detained will be 
registered and discharged. Railroad 
and other transportation lines will 
have separate offices, and in the rear 
of the general passenger room will be 
baggage room, lunch counter, and on 
the opposite side will be an amphi- 
theater for waiting friends, an infor- 
mation bureau and telegraph office. 


There will be a special room for de- 


tained immigrants, which will have 
Iron gratings at the windows, resem- 
bling a prison, and these persons will 
not be permitted to communicate with 
outsiders. There will be a special room 
also for contract labor suspects. The 
general dormitories for detained per- 
sons will be on the second and third 
floors of the main building, with ac- 
commodations for 1,400 immigrants. 


The commissioner's office will be on 


tho second floor, and near the main 
office will be the medical examination 
department, laboratories and the offices 
of the treasurer, chief engineer, statis- 
tician, chief inspector and contract la- 
bor bureau. On the ground floor will 
be the rooms for the custom house offi- 
cials, missionaries, scrub women, ma- 
trons, janitor and a fireproof storage 
apartment.

Was Against Inspector Dam of This 


City in One Case and For Him in 
tr 


Another. Chief Point at Issue 


Decided Against Him 


The cases against the Pontoosuo com- 


pany of Piltsfiohi. brought by State in- 
spector t'. A. Dam of this city for al- 
leged violation of the law regulating 
the hours of labor, WHS decided by 
Judge Tucker in PittsfMd yesterday. 
The verdict was favorable to the com- 
pany, the judgo holding that the law 
was not broken in the case on which 
most of tlu- light came. On one case 
the company was found guilty, and the 
case was 
filed 
away on the pay- 


ment of costs by the company. 
The 


third case was given no decision owing 
to a misnomer. 


The cases werr- brought lUst week, 


the company having closed its works 
the week before on account of the cat- 
tle show in Pittsfield, and made up the 
time the following Saturday afternoon. 
The trial lust week aroused much in- 
terest throughout the state on account 
of the fact that it was the lirst of the 
kind to be brought in Berkshire county. 


The case will not be appealed, as 


there is no appeal for'the state in such 
a case, when a decision is rendered 
against it. Inspector Dam, while be- 
lieving in his interpretation of the lav,-, 
as it has been given by other courts, 
is satisfied that this case will have 
the effect of putting a stop to any in- 
fractions' of the law. as under the de- 
cision given, any running of mills over- 
time must be for what Judge Tucket- 
holds to be a reasonable cause. Under 
this decision it was only the fact that 
stopping for cattle show was an estab- 
lished custom that made the running 
Saturday afternoon legal, 
and 
only 


such a custom would wan-ant the over- 
time work. 


The case on which the company was 


found guilty was that in which Inspec- 
tor Dam charged .that a girl named 
Kmma Boos had been illegally employ- 
ed. In this case the girl was absent 
from work because of illnes.s and not 
because of any machinery being stop- 
ped. Her coming to work on Saturday, 
at hours when the mill wr.s usually 
stopped, was unknown to the ci:ir.;,'nr.- 
but still the court held it technically 
guilty. In this case the defendant gaA e 
notice of appeal 
but 
its attorney, 


lawyer f. E. Hibbard. stated that it is 
likely that the matter will not be car- 
ried to any higher court. 


In rendering1 his decision the judge 


explained his reason for his judgment. 
In the case of Annie Mahan the ques- 
tion-raised was as to the construction 
in which the company was found not 
guilty, of the statute, and what was the 
meaning of the phrase used "slopping 
of machinery." 
.Judge Tucker said 


that the first law bearing on the regu- 
lation of the hours of labor for women 
.-I'-M! minors reads: 
"Every employer 


•-•;•, i l l post in a conspicuous place 
in 


cvi : " • lorn where such persons are em- 
ployed a printed 
notice stating 
the 


number of hours' 
vrork required of 


thom on c-.ich day of the week and the 
employment of any such person for a 
longer time in any day then so stated 
shall be deemed a violation of this sec- 
tion, unless it appear." that such em- 
ployment is tn in-.;kf- up for time lost 
on 
some 
p>v\ !ous day o f , of the 


same week in consequence of the stop- 
ping of machinery upon which person 
was employed or depended 
for 
em- 


ployment." 


The judge dealt \\ith the changes in 


this law until it reached the form given, 
which he said he belk-ved had been 
drawn up by some one who had a com- 
plete knowledge of the labor business 
and was a good lawyer. This statute, 
he believed, allowed a company to 
make up time when the machinery was 
stopped for any purpose, in case the 
state inspector or 
division inspector 


ivas so notified. 


In the Mahan case there was no 


doubt the girl was absent because of 
the shutting down of machinery for 
cattle show and she was making up 
the time on Saturday in consequence of 
the stopping of machinery on Wednes- 
day. 
The commonwealth claims that 


the stopping of machinery, as intended 
by the law, was only in case of acci- 
dent or to allow repairs to be made on 
machinery. The commonwealth claims 
this construction was carried through 
all the amendments to the original law. 


The court's construction of the law 


is that the stopping of machinery 
means a reasonable stopping for some 
justifiable reason. Tt was an old cus- 
tom to stop the mills for cattle show 
and it was done fhif; year at Poiitoosuc 
The employes were 'to make up the time 
Saturday and the inspector was so 
notified. 
Tho company was by no 


means the gainer by this arrangement 
of the schedule. This was a reasonable 
stopping of the machinery. 


Tn the noos case the court ruled there 


was no doubt the company had broken 
the law. The girl was absent from 
work Tuesday and Wednesday because 
of illness but worked Thursday. She 
also worked Saturday afternoon at a 
time when she wag supposed not to be 
employed. 
This girl was not out of 


work because of the stopping of ma- 
chinery. She had been ill and 
was 


making up time. Saturday afternoon. 
Tn that case the company failed to 
obey the law. The only question then 
is the question of sentence. 


Judge Tucker said that if any citizen 


was brought before him for an offense 
where the penalty was a heavy fine 
and he felt the man was technically but 
not intentionally guilty he would not 
impose the fine. 
ITe had let many 


men off nn that ground. He would try 
to do with this corporation as hp would 
any man. The 
fllinpr away of the 


naners upon the payment of costs hp 
felt would havo the desired effect of 
causing the law to be obeyed.

The most interesting1 feature of the 


icsistiy to the public is in the scale of 
prices fixed for graduate nurses. Be- 
fore the organization of the association, 
there was no fixed schedule. The usual 
p; ice charged, however, by those who 
did private nursing- in, homes, was $15 
a week. Under the new rales, the price 
is raifisd to $18 a v. eek, the membeis 
of the association having- decided to 
maintain thes-e prices. 


The rate for nursing- private cases in 


the hospital is $15 a -\\eek, and rates for 
contagious cas^s are to be fixed by spe- 
cial arrangement. 


A new feature of the registry, and 


one which it is hoped will meet with 
popular approval, as it has seemed to 
meet a popular demand, is a system of 
nurses' visits for those who n>eed the 
services of a. competent trained nurse 
but are unable to pay the full prices. 
This is to be a system of visits from 
the nurse, and also instruction for 
members of the family in taking care 
of the patient at other times. Its pur- 
pose and method is best explained in 
the following from the rules of the re- 
gistry: • 


"To meet the demands which have 


been made upon our members by phy- 
sicans and others, for nurses to give 
iheir time for less than, the usual 
standard prices, although unable to 
give full time for less than standard 
rates, we are willing to give part of our 
time to Derform the 
more 
difficult 


nursing- service, leaving the remainder 
in the hands of the members of the 
family. 


"The plan of the association is to send 


a nurs-e to families, schools or boarding 
houses by the hour for a. moderate fixed 
sum. and endeavor to instruct some 
member of the family to carry on the 
work during her absence. 


"Nigtit nursing, obstetric nursing', 


preparation and assistance 
at opera- 


tions, and massage to be given by spe- 
cial arrangement. Infectious diseases 
must necessarily be excluded. In this 
way a nurse can visit several patients 
in a day." 


The prices for this class of service are 


as follows: One hour or less, SO cents: 
each subsequent hour or less, 50 cents: 
obstetrical cases, one night or day, $3; 
surgical dressings per hour, $3; mas- 
sage, per hour or part of hour, 50 cents. 
Special rates will be made for opera- 
tions according to the nature of the 
cases.
